The goal of constructive con­ 
versations between President Ei­ 
senhower and Khrushchev would 
not be .served by discourtesies to 
the Soviet leader, White House

said, adding: 
“ As y ou know the Pre.sident’a 
basic purpose and desire is to 
have Chairman Khrushchev se* 
our country prior to the discus­ 
sions of mutual interest he will 
have with him at Camp David 
this week.

ward to these discussions and, 
as 
he has said before, hopes that 
they can be constnictive. 
“ This purpose of constructive 
meetings at Camp David is not

Exercises Aid Fitness 


Bv Herman N. Bunde*en, M.D, 
Exercise is good for y ou — for 
most of y ou, at any rate — if y ou 
use a little comm on sense, 
As I have p ointed out rep eatedly , 
exercise won t help y ou lose much 
weight. However, it is an extrem e­ 
ly im p ortant factor in contributing 
to total fitness. 
Prop er exercise help s y ou m ain­ 
tain strength, agility , sp eed, skill 
and endurance. 
Naturally , any exercise p rogram 
should be 
undertaken only 
with 
y our doctor’s ap p roval. 
A com ­ 
p lete p hy sical exam ination is a 
p rerequisite to any p rogram of vig­ 
orous exercise. 
When I talk about exercise, I 
don’t mean to limit vt to sp ecially 
p rescribed 
e x e r c i s e s . 
Exer­ 
cise also includes actives 
gam es 
and sp orts and certain rather vig­ 
orous hobbies such as 
gardening 
and other work around the home. 
Swimming, of course, is a form of 
exercise but so is dancing. 
All forms of exercise should be 
graded according to age, the state 
of an individual's fitness and his 
reaction to activity , 
If y ou are p ast toe age of 40, y ou 
can’t exp ect to p erform with the 
sam e vigor a6 someone in his 20's 
Through 
c h i l d h o o d 
and ado­ 
lescence, 
m uscular 
strength 
in­ 
creases. 
Fo r most of us it reaches a 
m aximum in 
e a r l y adulthood. 
Women gen-rally develop filii m us­ 
cular strength at a much earlier 
age than men do. 
This strength begin* a gradual 
decline for mos* p ersons wiien they 
reach their 30's or 40's. About the 
sam e tim e that circulatory sy stem 
and the heart also begin to lose 
some of their functional cap acity 
and some of their ability to recover 
after exercise. 
. 
Persons 
who 
h a v e exercised 
throughout their earlier 
life 
and 
continue to do so after they have 
reached the p eak of m uscular de 
velop ment are likely to retain their 
cap acities longer than p ersons who 
have not exercised much. 
Unless y ou hav e maintained 
a 
sy stem atic ex ercise or 
training 
schedule ai least for several y ears. 


I don’t recom m end hard, fast, sus­ 
tained or highly com p etitive gam es 
or sp orts for any of y ou p ast the 
age of 30. 
In a subsequent column I'll give 
y ou some tip s on when to exercise 
and when to stop exercising, 
questio n and Answer 
Mrs. V. R. W.: What can I do 
for m ental tension heartache? 
Answer: Tension headaches are 
cuased by a tense, anxious emo­ 
tional situation. If y our p ersonal 
and business p roblem s can be ad­ 
justed so as to avoid the tensions 
that beset y ou. y ou

lieved. Adequate rest and relaxa­ 
tion is im p ortant.

In term s of size, this means that 
class sections might have about 28 
pupils instead of 25. a variation 
which frequently results in normal 
operation as a result of families 
moving into a school district. 
Broken down by grades, tile larg­ 
est foreseeable group in the high 
school will have five sections of 
freshmen, four sections of sopho­ 
mores four sections of juniors, 
and three sections of seniors, each 
with 25 30 pupils.

Licenses Are

Ohio motorists will expire dur­ 
ing the 12-month period follow 
ing the opening date of the sale. 
Renewal notices will not be sent 
to present license holders since the 
mechanized s y e t e rn was aband­ 
oned sometime ago as being too 
costly. 
The new licenses will bo conven­ 
ient pocketbook size without fold- 
•ng and will contain a pre-printed 
serial number which will serve as 
the license number. 


THE SOCALLED permanent li­ 
cense numbering system will not 
be retained. 
Although Ohio has a 3-year lic­ 
ensing system, due to the grand­ 
father clause, 
approximately 70 
per cent of the 
hcenee 
holders 
must obtain a renew'd license dur­ 
ing the first year of e'a-ch renewal 
period. 
Expiring licenses may be re­ 
newed not more than 30 days be­ 
fore expire tins date, lf the license 
holder fails to renew his license 
within 6 months after it expires he 
will be required to pass a driver 
examination in order to r e g a i n 
driving privileges.

Lewis Hay, Lockbourne, mem­ 
ber of the Board ct Directors of 
the Pickaway County Farm bu­ 
reau and tile Ohio “ arm Bureau 
and chairman of the Poultry Ad­ 
visory Committee, told tile ladies 
that the buying habits of the con­ 
suming public nave a great effect 
on the producers of poultry prod­ 
ucts. 
He also pointed out that farming 
is changing very r a p i d l y . The 
trend is from many diversified ac­ 
tivities on tue farm to a 
more 
specialized type of operation which 
by its very nature tends to in­ 
crease the size of the unit. 
Vertical integration, or contract 
farming, is farther advanced in 
the poultry industry man in any 
other. This type of operation has 
botn good ana bad aspects. One 
bad feature is that it may take 
away some of tile initiative of the 
producer and tend to make him 
more or less a hired hand.

THE PRODUCER can 
h a v e 
some say in this contract wnen it 
is done through his farmer-owned 
cooperative. 
Any 
producer with 
1,500 or less birds is considered a 
small producer by present stand­ 
ards. Consumption of poultry and 
eggs has decreased. 
Hay listed some of the causes 
as follows: Eating habits of the 
public — these might be changed; 
breakfast competition—eggs must 
compete with cereals which offer 
prizes to the small fry. Hay sug­ 
gested offering premiums for egg 
shells! 
Hay suggested t h e following 
“ rules of thumb” for consumers 
wishing to purchase and use high 
quality eggs. I. Purchase from a 
reliable producer or store which 
keeps eggs properly refrigerated 
^and away f r o m contaminating 
odors. 2. Remove eggs from the 
carton and store in the refrigerator 
at home. Eggs should be stored in 


covered containers w i t h small 
ends down. 
Hay e x p l a i n e d the various 
grades (US) used for egg classifi 
cation and pointed out that the 
largest size is not always the best 
buy. 
For the benefit of flock own­ 
ers, it was pointed out that it is 
illegal in Ohio to a d v e r t i s e 
“fresh eggs”. An egg which has 
been under a hen for three hours 
has deteriorated in quality be­ 
yond an egg which has been held 
for six or seven days under 
proper storage conditions. 
The group also enjoyed a film on 
the poultry industry at the conclu­ 
sion of Hay’s talk. 
Miss Mary S.iortridge presided 
during the meeting and Mrs. J. B. 
Stev°nson, 
Women’s 
CVmmittee 
chairman, welcomed the group.

MOSCOW (AP) — America is 
getting the full friendship treat­ 
ment in Soviet newspapers and on 
radio and television. Nothing like 
it has been seen here in recent 
years. 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev's 
visit to the United States has real­ 
ly thawed the air in Moscow. 
The Soviet press has blown hot 
before only to blow cold again 
later. But a sample of how warm 
it can get came in a brief Tass 
dispatch reporting the arrival of 
a U. S. military delegation in the 
Iranian capital of Tehran. 
In the past this might be an oc­ 
casion for reviving charges of ag­ 
gression by the United States on 
the Soviet Union’s southern bor­ 
ders. But this dispatch contained 
not one critical adjective. 
Moscow radio is carrying pro­ 
grams of American music and 
translations from American litera­ 
ture several times a day. 
The children’s morning hour to­ 
day began with a Soviet singing 
a translation of Stephen Foster's 
’Way 
Down 
upon 
the 
Swanee 
River. Other American and. Soviet 
songs followed. A story called “ My 
American Friend Sandy” by a so­ 
viet children’s writer also was 
read. 
Friday there was a radio recita­ 
tion 
of 
Longfellow’s 
Hiawatha, 
selections followed from O. Henry 
and Mark Twin. TV viewers saw 
Walt Disney cartoons, accompa­ 
nied by an explanation of his ani- i 
mation techniques. 
Moscow 
and 
Leningrad 
radio 
stations also carried recorded con­ 
certs by American artists includ­ 
ing pianist Van Clibum, a favorite 
here since he won fame in a Soviet 
piano competition. 
During a TV sports show, view­ 
ers saw a film of the recent So- 
viet-American track meet in Phil­ 
adelphia. 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
distributed a long article by one 
of its commentators, Igor Orlov, 
detailing 
instances 
of 
Soviet- 
American cooperation. 
Starting off with a dinner re­ 
mark by President Eisenhower, 
Orlov went all the way back to 


the early days of the American 
republic by recalling the arrival 
of John Quincy Adams as the 
first U.S 
ambassador here. He 
followed up with a historical note 
on the protection given American 
West Coast cities by the imperial 
Russian fleet during the American 
Civil War.

“Johnny Appleseed Day” in Ohio. 
He urged all civic, fraternal and 
religious organizations to join in 
appropriate 
commemoration 
of 
Chapman’s services to the state. 
The governors of Indiana, Penn­ 
sylvania and Massachusetts also 
have ' issued 
similar 
proclama­ 
tions. They recognize the birth an­ 
niversary of the man who, when 
traveling through Ohio and neigh­ 
boring states, as a christian mis­ 
sionary, planted thousands of ap- 
pleseeds, and, as Gov.
